Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-10 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



2. Claims 1 -1 0 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. 

With respect to claims 1, 4 and 6, it is not adequately disclosed and clear how in setting up 
and maintaining a radio communication at least one terminal is arranged to favor at least one cell 
with respect to other cells in a manner independent of cell selection made by other similarly 
located terminals.
